Tlie Minister of Finance Makes the 
Speech of tho ICveniug' for 
tho Goveriiineiit. 

The meeting of the Parliamentary Society 
was well attended 'lssl; ,ey:enu)g. 

After routine btisiuess' was over, the 
Speaker took the Chair, when Mr. Hampaon 
r.)so to aak regarding a motion he had made 
at; a previous meeting enquiring from the 
Miniitcr of Lands and AVorks whether the 
government would suspend the sale of pub- 
lic lands preceding tho introduction of a 
ne\v systetR of taxation, to which the Hon, 
Minister replied that the^overnment would 
bring forward a ]HU - touching the subject, 
but in the meantiine, as, no >. Bill has been 
passed, the salearbf laad'jnast go on as here- 
tofore. 

Mr, E. Lewis, the member for Cowichun, 
having moved tho udjoiii niiieiit ot debate ut 
last meeting, rose to bpeak iu support of the 
amendment to the address in reply to the 
speech from the Throne, praised the difl'er- 
ent jiariies wlio liad spoken so far on their 
fairntHS in ilebiite, and stated that tlie 
amendment forcsliadowcd a policy which 
had, at four dillcrcnt elections, been en- 
dorsed by the people, and that the National 
I'olicy had increased tlie prosperity of the 
country. Alto, that there had really been 
110 decren.sc in population in comparison 
with the United States and (jieal Britain, 
but an actual increase here of one und one- 
twelfth ; that though the government had 
added to the debt/ of Canada by building the 
C. 1'. K., it hud iucreaaod tho trade in 
greater proportion. 

Mr. lJuss (Urandon) was deeply interested 
in the reiniirkaof the meiiiber for Cowichaii, 
but qui'stioned the correetnes of liis views, 
aud stated that the C.P.R. was not paying, 
instancing tlie North Shore on^l Brilish Co- 
lumbia ])arta of the route, as -httr^Jly paying 
for the axle grease nsed, and .'that, the Con- 
servative party by its protective polioy left 
tlie country iu a bole. He also enquired 
why BO many Canadiuns loft Canada for the 
United States ? ■ Because Conada was not 
made altractivo for them 1 He was pleased 
to SCO that Canadians were appreciated uc- 
cross the border and were the equals of Am- 
ericans in every way. 

Mr. McAndrows, member for Hamilton 
East, asked Iiow Canadiaug were going lo 
ship wheat to tho States when they them- 
selves had too imiol), and exported between 
80, and !)t) million bushels; and as an in 
stance that the countiy was more prosper- 
oils under the pioseiit governmont tlinn 
under tho Mackenzie regime, stated that 
under tho latter govcruiiient a eoup kitchen 
was in operation in Hamilton, where the 
post olllco now stands, and that .now tho 
CDuntry is in such shape that'wo have no 
need of such institutions. 

The Hon. Minister of Public Works and 
LaiKlH then gave a dissertation on Cartilage 
and Home, and confined his remarks chielly 
to three heads — franchise, or one man oiin 
vote; ciipitttlisni'i or no privileged class; and 
free trade, 

Mr. Bowes, member for Muskokn, stated 
that tho address was a fine mark of personal 
independence, but as u means of bringing 
about general measures for general goocl, it 
was totally inadequate. Treaties with the 
United States Were never binding ; they as 
a nation of sixty millions, would be liable to 
fciiko advantage of our si.'c millions. He 
could not agree to tho (lovernnient taking 
clmrgeof railway and tulegrapli systems, aii 
it savored too much of paternal government, 
to tho disadvantage of private enterprise. 

One of the best speeohos of the evening 
was made by the Minister of Finance, Mr, 
J. H. Fahoner, who claimed that it was im- 
possible to establish an inter jn-ovincial 
trade, und stated that the aoonor we 
put down tho barriers botween Can- 
id the United States, the belter for 
this great country with its fertile plains and 
icli mineral lands. Tho Conservative gov- 
rnnicnt promised that a Yankee would not 
have a cent invested in tho CP. R., but the 
road had been built partly with Vankeo 
money, und a Yankee controlled it aa presi- 
dent, and it runs through the Yankee state 
of Maine. Tho Liberals of Caniula are not 
in favor of unnoxation, but will stand firm 
in alleglunco to Queen Victoria, and will 
not forget iho dear old land o( our fore- 
fathers ; .and this nnnexation craze is not 
yet a party question. Ho then showed the 



deurease in Vdlun of farm land in Ontario 
from 18S;i to ISIIO to bo 5:12,000,000 ; the 
value of chattel inortgagea and renewals 
on record and undischarged iiicreased from 
S8,877 to §10.5"!), and theaggregiitc amount 
from two millions to three millions. It is a 
chattel mortgage which indiciies hard times, 
because it is the borrower's last resort. He 
showed the export trade in 1879 with Great 
IJritain to be eighty-threo millions; 1S90, 
ninety-one millions, and witli the States 
seventy-four millions in 1879, and in 1890, 
ninety-two millions. Imports from Great 
Britain thirty-eight millions, and from the 
States forty-seven millions. He then at- 
tacked tho opposition cry of disloyalty and 
asked if it is not disloyal to make conces- 
sions to public contractors, and to alter the 
time of elections by thimblerigging dissolu- 
tions brought on to snap a national verdict, 
and closed by declaring that treason is a 
great crime, and any guilty of such aliould 
be brought to justine. "And," said he, " it 
is a criiiio to charge your fellow man, in as 
good standing as yourself, with treason and 
with trying to sell the country, without 
having any facts to prove the serious charge." 

Mr. W. S. Hiitnpaon thea.ntoved the ad- 
journment of the debate, and Iho House 
rose at JO o'clock. ■

tween Secretary Blaine and President Har- 
rison, at tho White House, this morning, 
before tho Secretary reached the depart- 
ment ; but tho result of it is not definitely 
nown. It was siid that the situation had 
not changed. The intimation iu some 
quartets that there ia a division of senti- 
ment between the President and members 
of the Cubiuot upon the subject of the dif- 
ference with Chilii meets with no 'accept- 
ance by those who- iiro in a position to 
know tho facts. It is asserted that 
in every atop taken in tho matter the Cabi- 
nel has acted as a whole, und the President 
and Secretary of .State have the full confi- 
dence and support of their associalea. 
Around the State Department little confi- 
dence is put in the report that Chili will ask 
to have the controversy settled by arbitra- 
tion. At least that is not a probability of 
tho near future. Before such a stcg would 
bo reached in tlio progress of negotiation.'; 
between the two nations a long way must 
be traversed, and Chili's record is not such 
as to warrant the busing of lively hopes 
thereon. In tho International American 
conference, it will bo remembered, that 
Chill's delcgiites voted against tho proposed 
agreement to settle troubles by urbitra 
tion, and that the country has taken no 
ete|)s to palce herself in line with other 
American nations in this respect; It ia the 
impression among oliiciala that Chili will 
either apologize or fight, and it is also true 
that, for soiiio undefinublo reason, n peace 
wave seems to Inivo swept over tho State 
and Navy departments, to-day, and the 
feeling that a bloodless solution of this 
situation will be found is growing. At the 
same timo, however, the authorities are re- 
laxing none of their efl'orts to bo fully pre- 
pnretr for any emergency that might occur. 

This morning Secretary Tracy, Comino- 
dnro Riimsay, Chief of tho Bureau of Navi- 
gatioDi.^Coivitnodoro i Wilson, of the Bureau 
of Construction, and Lieut. T, B. M, 
Mason, wlioja to be executive oflicer of the 
N^v York, when she ia put iu cominissinn, 
hud a conference with Mr. Crainii, her 
builder. Hii told the olliciuls, it is said, 
that if work on the other vessels in this 
yard were stoppi-d the New York could be 
completed and made ready for servico in 
six months. Whether orders to proceed in 
this iiiuiiner were given or not did not 
trunspiro. Shortly after noon, Senor 
Pedro Montt, tho Chilian minister, 
after waiting for tho Nicaraguan 
and British minis^tcra to conclude their 
business with Mr. Blaine, began an inter- 
view with the secrctiiry which lasted more 
than un hour. What it was all about, of 
course, w is not niiulo known, but it is said 
that it was largely devoted to a stutetrent 
by tho minister of the desire of the now 
gDVcriiineiit inaugurated at Valparaiso, on 
Saturdny, to continue in amicable relations 
with the United States and renew to the 
secretary the nsaurunco of hia own regard 
und esteem. Gencrikl Grant, the acting 



secretary of war, said, to-day, when askod 
for un explanation of the,, unusual activity 
iu army cirolea, " it is nonsense to talk of 
- wor with Chili. Why do they not talk of wi t 
with Italy ? The situation on our Mexican 
border seems serioua to me. I think there 
is positive danger of our getting into trouble 
with Mexico. They may eonipLiiii of our 
porinilling Garcia and hia biind to pa a 
buck and forth across our border. We 
must have troops to prevent tiiia. It begins 
to look to me as if Gaicia might succeed in 
getting up u serious revolution. Tho 
situation ia serious, und we have to look 
out for things all uloiig the Mexicui bolder." 
Gen. (iraut vXao said tliat tho \\\\v Depart- 
ment was exerting . itself to pi eveiit lurilior 
violations of the ne utrality laws by Garcia'a 
baud of revolutionists. It is believed at 
the \Var Deparliiiont that Garcia's move- 
ment is gaining strength. 

SecrotHrv Tracy was busy for an hour, to- 
day, in consultation with Senator Camenui, 
I'liairiiiaii of ihe Senate ou Naval Affairs; 
Senator Hale aud Butler of the same coin- 
iniuteu ; Si n . tor Fryc, of the committee of 
Foreign Kelatioiia ; Chief Engineer Mel- 
ville, Captain I'hillipa, of the new cruiser 
New York, and others. All these gcntlo- 
incn did not SIC tho Secretary at the same- 
time, but their presence iu hie private 
oliico guvo rise to rumors that the Chilian, 
situation waa the topic of conversation, 
but the Navy Department oliiciala deny 
that there is the Icitst speck of a. 
war cloud in sight. At the War Deparb- 
nient neither Acting Secretary Grant nor 
Major General Schofield, who would cer- 
tainly be in a position to know bad any in- 
formation of the intention to appoint Gen- 
eral Miles to command the army in the 
event of war with Chili. In fact, the only 
iiigu of warlike preparations visible at the 
Executive Departments consisted in the 
ordor issued for the immediate preparation 
of the new twelve-inch guns, just completed ' 
at the Navy Yard here, and their transpor- 
tation to California, together with 42, GOO 
pounds of prismatic powder and 11,000 six- 
inch shells. 



EASTEPtN AFFAIRS. 

Another Engagement on the Tamtr Frontier— 
The Natlvrs Abetted by liudies of CusBncka. 

Lo.SDON, Dec. 28— A dispatch from Cal- 
cutta, this evening, gives an account of 
another engagement on tho Pamir frontier 
and of another displuy of gallantry upon tho 
part of a British officer. According to this 
despatch news has just, beenj' received; ufe ' 
Calcutta from Gilget, tho" most northern 
outpost or agency of British India, to tho 
elle^t that Lieut. Mannera .Smith, ut the 
head of a body of Kashinirs, in tho 
British service, has acaled u piccipice, oppo- 
site Fort Nilt, recently so gallantly taken, 
and that the lieutenujjt, after . a di sperate 
fight with the Hunsa ' Nagiir rebels, drove 
them from behind the stono breastworks 
they had erected above the precipice, kill- 
ing seventy of the enemy aud wounding 
many others. The force under the command 
of Lieut. .Smith waa about one hundred men. 
This detachnieut, composed entirely of 
Kashnnrs, ho divided into two ^(jorps of 
about fifty men each. The younger and 
more ogile men he selected as the scaling 
party. Ho left the remaining fifty Kash- 
niira nt tho foot of the precipise-,., 
near tho entrance to the gorg^, 
which the rebels had fortified with-, 
a strong stone breaatwork. This re-- 
serve force had instructions to support the 
scaling party, should the latter bo in daa- . 
gcr of being driven baok. When the neoes- 
aary preparations were made, fire was • 
opened upon the enemy by tho supporting ■ 
b )dy, and under its cover the scaling party;" 
sprung up the 8ide8;of the precipice, gtop-- 
ping, now and then, to take a pot shot at' 
the rebel tribesmen, who, from behind 
their breastworks, poured a hot, but 
raggedy and badly directed fire upon 
the Kaahmirs. There was no resisting 
tho attack of the Kaahmirs, led by 
the British lieutenant. They climbed and 
scrambled up the sides of tho prficipice 
until they reached the vicinity of the stono 
breastwork, previously referred to. There 
the lieutenant gathered liis-nien together 
and after pouring in a couple of volleys 
into the entmy, ho led the way right up to 
the rebel fortification and, springing over it, 
followed closely by tho Kushmirs, sword, 
knife und bayonet did the rest in 
sliort order. The rebels no sooner saw 
the Kashmirs climbing over the brcustwoik 
than they tried to escape further punish- 
ment. This, however, was anticipated by 
the lieutenant, who again gathered hia 
native soldiers and, making a dash for the 
rear of the breastwork, succeeded in cutting 
off the retreat of 118 men who, upon being 
threatened with a volley if they did not 
throw down their arnis, suddenly surren- 
dered. Lieut. Smith then gave a signal to 
the supporting foroo below the precipice, 
und this body, with the main expeditionary 
force under Capt. McKnnzie, scaled the 
precipice, and the whole party joined in 
the purauit oi the dying rebels. So hot was 
the jiursuit of tho Kashmira that the Uunsa 
Nugttr tribesmen were utterly unuble 
to reform their ranks in spite o£ 
the efforts made in that direction, 
by their chiefs. The British pursuing force 
pu^hed.i;fi?rward relentlessly, driving the 
rebels before them in all directions, and 
eventually capturing Oulmit, Pisa and 
.Maynn, which plucea are now occupied by 
British auxiliaries. Throughout this en- 
gagement such was tho wild tiring of the 
tribeamen, that the British forces only had 
four men wounded. A later di-,patcli saya 
that the Khan of Nagar, utterly discouraged 
hy this defeat, has submitted to the 
British military authorities und that 
ho will bo taken under escort 
to Simla. This engagement ia the 
result of instructions sent to Lt. -Colonel 
Diiriind, shortly alter tlio capture of Fort 
Nilt. Tho ollicer referred to was 
oiilercd to teach tho chicftiiins of Hunaa 
aud Nugar a leaiori they would not soon- 
forgot. This ati-p had been found necessary 
ua a result of thu recent hostilu demonatra- 
tioiia upon the part of the Hunsea N.igur 
trihosmen, whicli wore coupled with the ap- 
peal aiioo of Colonel YanolFB Cssaacks at tho 
foot of the pusses leading from the Faniir- 
steppes into tho Huneea valley.

Whiio lio was there one of the 
girls sold ,flvo botUes of wine to a young follow, 
and then took his dog and shut It up In her 
ro -m and remarked, "I'll got another ton out 
of him to-nlglit." 

Croas-exaiiiinod, witness said that ho was 
a tcmperanco man and ii Cliiistian man; ho 
went to the theatre for a purpose and encou- 
raged tho girls to talk to him. 

Air. Milla-You went there and tempted 
these poor girla, but could not get them to do 
n.s you wanted, '1 hut is what is oil the t loublo 
with you. If you are a Chr'stiun man why 
did you not counsel ilicm to give up their evil 
ways? . . 

Witness— I did advise t!"jm as a Christian 
man. 

Mr. Mills called for the name ot tho young 
man who hud been particularly referreii to; he 
did not want it made public but merely bunded 
to tho beuoh, so that tlio oredibUlty of the ovi- 
donco might he tiostcd.- ■ : '. ' 

Witness rerused to disclose it; ho was not 
in the box, ho said, to ruin any joung man's 
elmracler. 

JIayor Grant disliked thn method of nttack 
udoiilcd ; if tlio witness was afraid to diseloau 
the iiiimo lie sli luld not have referred to the 
circuinsl ince at all. 

Mr. Mill's— It umiear.i to mo that tho charges 
are founded on the imaginings of a few men 
wnom wo know well. 

Tho Mayor— Unless this examination is con- 
ducted in a fair and lionoiablo manner, 1 have 
my recourse, and I sliall take it. It is not just 
to accuse a person and not give him an oppor- 
tunity to defend himself ; iL's like a Btub in tho 
dark. 

'J'lie Court horo rose for an hour. 

On resuming, Oflloor Huntor was recalled, by 
request uf Jlr. Mills, and his cross-examina- 
tion continued. 

Said he— 1 have never been drunk in the 
Standard ihoitro on any occasion- 1 know 
when I'm drunk, and if anyone says the con- 
trary, I should say he was guilty of falsehood. 

George Cook, whoso proiiiibos arc separaLed 
from tho thoutro bar room only liy a iliin par 
tition, said that lie had frequently lieaid all 
kinds of prolone and obsceuo language made 
use of by both men and women ; bud 
heird many rows and saw flght- 
in the alloy wny. It was u 
common occurrence for him to bo disturbed at 
all hours by men and women mistaking his 
door for tlmt of the theatre. The di.iiurbuiicos 
generally lusted until tlirce in the morning, or 
till live, six or seven on baturdaya. (several 
diagraceful incidenta wero hero related which 
were u 'lit for publication). The proximity ot 
the theatre was a great annoyunco to the wit- 
ncsa, and, he auid, unlittcd him for Ilia work 
On teverul occasions he hud seen what should 
huve called for police interference. 

Ci OSS examined, ho said he hud nothing to 
comiiluin of daring tho lost tew woeka oxcepi 
on I he 2oth and 2Uth, whon tho yelling and 
shouting were kept up all the n'ght through. 

This closed tho case for tho complainant, and 
Mr Mill's asked for an adjourniiient to onabi 
him to refute the evi cnco produceii. He pre 
posed, ho said, to call a number of tho most 
respi ctable and inlhicntial men in the city, in- 
liuiling a number of tho Alderm - n, topujvc tho 
espcctability ot the place. The object 
the compinints was evidently to blacken 
tbo fair tamo of Iho city— else what did ihcy 
take up things which must exist every whore, 
and which were be t left alone. Tho entire 
line ( f the prosecution wa'i to attempt to hold 
the houao rospoasiblo for tho misbehaviour of 
oaie poraons who patronized it, and who could 
not, if it wai desirable, be kept away. This 
was most until r, and his instructions wero, 
whether pleasant or not for them, to call the 
patrons of the tbe.itro to prove bow it bud been 
conducted reo- nlly. Tie selling ot diinks in 
tlie boxes hud been dtscontiniiod some Umo 
ago. and tlie liou^o was as quiet and orderly as 
careful nianageniont could luuko it.

The Appeal BrouKbt up and Adjourned for 
Further Kvlileuce. 

(Before Mr. Justice Crease.) 

Yeaterdiiy morning the appeal against tho 
gratiting of tho license to- Messrs. Berry and 
Dloao, for the Oak Bay pavilion, was hoard. 
TIiu attendance In court was small, only the 
parties immudiatelynintorcsted being present. 

Messrs. Bodwelland Irving appeared tor the 
appellants, and Mr. Walker for defendant. 

The llrst witness examined was Mr. R. Ward, 
J. P.. who deposed that ho had been asked to 
sign tho application for tho lieonso, but refused 
to do 80. ilo had also been asked to 
presiaoatlho Licensing Court, and had like- 
wise rnfiised, stating that his feeling was that 
no License should bo given. When Herry applied 
for tho llconae ho stated that lio had been three 
mouths in this country, and had boon over to 
tho Sound slnco thou. Ilo, however. Intended 
to remain i.i this country now. 

Sergeant Langlqy. of tho provincial police, 
was examined by Mr. Irving,, and deposed that 
ApplIcaUhnVhad.:been made to him for tho 
llcon-io. He know thOi parties applying, and 
personally did not- objoor.. to them. Ho h id 
heard iliat there weneiObdectians to the license, 
and knew that, tho Superfntendenthad Objected 
to it, having Inula counter petition. 

Cro.^s cx'iniiiicd by Mr. Walker, witness 
said that noliccs wero sometimes posted on tho 
Bch(K)l lionso, Royal Oak.

he lived in the neighborhood, and in November 
or Decemi)or ho made in(iulrle3as to wiiether 
notices had been posted there, and found that 
Lliev had not. He was a property owner on 
1 ak Uav avenue. Tho properly was opened 
up in I lie spring of IhU year, and was ndmlr- 
ntly adaptoii far a beach and batlihig placo for 
women and children. Jlr. llerry Iwul asked 
him to .support his ap|)lieation lor llie license, 
and witness refused, slating that ho would 
oiiposn it by all mciina in hla power.

Tho truB Briton hua a very good opinion 
of himself and of the ruoe lo which lie bo- 
longs. He honestly believes that there are 
no people on tlio bro;ul eurtli to bo compared 
to the IJritiaK. Aa a ooloiilsor, particularly, 
ho considers \ni niition brilliiintly success- 
ful. That no people in the world laiow how- 
to deal with tho iufcriot races as well as tho 
British, and that they are better able to 
develop the resourcps of a new oonntry than 
tho men of any nation, ancient or nioduru, 
who ever tried to pUnta culony, arc ui ticlea 
of his creed wliicli, in liis opinion, are in- 
controvertible. To tell tho truth, John 
Bull ia, in this uiatter of colonization, just a 
little bit »f f», Pharisoo. Ho helievea that he 
is not as other men ai-e in this respect, and 
if ho does not tlmnk God for liis suporiority 
iu 80 many words, it is beciUjo ho ia not 
demonstnitivo ami does not tliiiiU siincti- 
inonioua bragying " good form." But tlicio 
Clin be uo doubt that, as a manager of tlie 
inferior races, black, yellow, dusky and cop- 
per-colored, John Bull is very well satisfied 
with himself. 

We are far from liiniing that lie lias not 
Rood grouuds for his sclf-aatisfactiou. It is 
uudcuiablo that he and hia descendants have 
done wonders in redeeming the wilderness 
lands of tlie earth, and in keeping in sub- 
jection tho suvuge and semi-savage trihea 
.. • that inhabit them. But there are circum- 
'■' 'staneea which, when he sees them and 
thinks over thcni, must cause hiiu to duubt 
whether he is quite so suocessful aa he 
formerly believed himself to bo. When he 
oonteniplates tho condition, moral, social, 
religious and inlelleclual, of'the races which 
he hue held in tubjo, •lion, and ovor which 
he has e.xercised un inllueiice, ho is forced 
to admit that if he had managed somewhat 
diCferently, better results might have been 
■produced. 

Aw EuglishnKin, a Mr. F. Buxton, a civil 
ongiueer, hae written a paper for tho Dc- 
oembernmnber of the Fortnightly Review, 
which will, we think, have a tendency to 
disturb tho sell-complaoency with which the 
Jingliah peop'.o generally regard their 
colonising and couvtrtin^ schemes and en- 
torpriaes. Mr. Buxton visited the British 
aettlements iu West Africa. He landed at 
Dakar, a French town on the Senegal, and 
proceeded thence by rail to Saint Louis, 
some 240 mile:), which juurney ho nude iu 
twelve hours. Accor<Ung to Mr. Ihixton, 
St. Louis is a little bit of paradise. 
He says it is a Paris in .min- 
iature without tho vices of Paris. It is 
clean, vpith iwida streota, - sbaJy walks, 
pleasant gardens, handsome buulovards, 
tempting cafes. Thia city of the desert is 
well governed. Everything ia in apple-pie 
order, and the peace is uudisturboJ. The 
native population are happy and properoua, 
and tho sclioola and ohurohea are full of 
black worahippera andetadenta. .TbijEnglisli 
traveller who tells the ireader incidentally 
that he is a Pi ote-itant, speaks of the 
"Brothers" and "Sistora" who manage 
thesu educational institutions and teach in 
them, in a manner which is not at all evan- 
gelical', lie says ; — 

" What a hold of love thrae Brothers and 
■ Sisters have on the natives ! Tlie rclining 
influences (if I he Fi eiicli have turned tin ae 
wild hc.nhens inin scholars and gemlunien 
'They have chaimed tlie^fo savages into 
civilizilion just aa tliey have churnied the 
arid desert into a land of enchantment, and 
built upon it a fairy town, wiih all tin 
requirementa of iiiudeni cividzuiui — " 
sylvan ubode of elegaiije, ua-o and luxury— 
a paradise of repoio and gl idnea^', a hum ? 
on whose peacetul, gold;n sand-.d shiire 1 
sighed to settle tar. front tlie' madding 
•crowd." 

Mr. Buxton ba'le adieu to this elyaium 
and abode of delightafter a sojourn of tlnce 
mnnt'is, with ref.rot, and proceeded down 
to (!a;nl>ia, S:eriM L;ijn(s ami adjacent 
British pnsaesaions. Tlie c ntrast between 
tho French town.ho had left and the British 
sottlomenb lie hnd come to visit was, from 
every point- of view, humiliating and dia- 
hearlening. Speaking of Frcetowu, the 
tn'jtrop:)li-i of S'erra Loone, he says : - 

"IiHtcad of th'! eliarm, the clcaidino-sa and 
prosneriiy of .S . fvuiij, 1 fomidiliia Enghsli 
acttleiiicnr, u lillliy, f irlorn, and nncared foi 
Djirkmt Hug and] in t!iu laml of bunny 
fountain-' i a toivM of misery and crinie, and 
wretO iceliie-iH, umlor b ii liarij I0ngli:'li 
misrule. Tli : town ia inii'iceiit of even the 
uio-it eleim'iii.ii-y nfinciplis of s.uiitation, 
each tenement emiityiiig iis filth !:0 ilhit ii 
is absorbed inio toe Welia or left to deconi- 
poao and ti undeig ) fetid fennoiitatioii 
wherever it may happen to bo thrown." 

Theconlilioa of the native population he 
found to be unspeakably bad. "There are," 
- he says, "eoini revolting jioints, however, 
the direct ouiconn) of iiritisli rule, on which 
I must, ill decency, ihop the curtiin." 
What is the cuiae of ihia fearful domorali- 
,<:,■» ; action ? Tho visitor did not wait long, or go 
■ ' far to grit an answer to thia question. TI.e 
curse which m ikea British rule in Western 
Africa worse than French, worse oven ihiii 
Slahnmedaii, is !h:m. Tho importation ol 
ardent spirits is one miMg d by iho author- 
ities beoiuso of tho revenue derived from it. 
Tho negro, when he gets rum, oarcs for 
nothing else, and will buy nothing else. 
•This ia what Mr. Buxton says of the treat- 



ment which the native receives at the hands 
of hia rulers: l .;; /' 

"Unhappy wvetoH l with our left hand 
we give him thi Eililoi with otir right, the 
bottle. Statistics of'crimo' through drink, 
out of whiJh thu Government reaps so great 
a revenuf?, I're not to be had in Africa, but, 
to form i^omo idea of the elFcota of our das- 
tardly sin, one liaa only to see aa I did, the 
ghastly si/ihts in tho vicinity of thtv polioo 
courts whsin the' poor bedevilled human 
wiecka, male and female, are being 
dragged, howlinj^ and cursing, to fler 
Majesty's gaol to expiate crimes, solely duo 
to tho poison wo have ourselves aupplicil to 
them." 

The prevalence of the drinking habit was 
everywhere visible. Mr. Buxton says : 

" Tlie very air of Africa rooks with rum 
and gin imported by ns. Kvury hut ia re- 
dolent of its fuinoa, gin bottles and boxes 
iiiei-t one at every step, and in some places 
tho wealth and importance of the various 
villages are meaaur.ed . . by the size of the 
pyramids of iempty ginifiotile which they 
erect and worship. Over large ureas diink 
ia almost the solo currency, aud in many 
pans the year'a wages of the negro factory 
worker aro paid altogether in spirits." 

"Tho steamer," he adds, "in which I 
recently returned from West .-Xfrica, brought 
home with her a cargo of rubber, ii-ilm oil, 
ivory, cold and oilier rich produce she had 
obtained for a compound, she had bartered 
in exchantje for a coiiipound called rum and 
gin, bartered at the rate of, ' rum, !)d. per 
gallon, and gin, l2a. (id. per dozen pint bot- 
tles.' Thia so-called rum and gin ia known 
to tho naiivca aa 'the ini.-<aionary." The 
introduction of this ' nii.-aionai-y ' into 
peaceful villages transforma them into a 
Hades peopled by lirulidi/.^jd human beings, 
wlios'e punishment is to bo pnaaesaed by a 
never-ending thiiat for more* miaaioiiary.' " 

The land wliieli ia being tliiia desolated 
by rum is one of the richest under the 
sun, but titers is no cham:o of 
its being peopled by Europeans \fter 
tho native population have been civili/.td 
oil" the face of the earth.

Tho work 
done in it nuiat be done by iiegrooa, or not 
at all, so tho colonists shouhl, eveu if they 
have neither humanity nor religious prin- 
ciple, not view with complacency the de- 
nioralizition and degeneration of the native 
population. Self intereat, if nothing else, 
should show them that it ia bad policy to 
wa-.tc and weaketi the working power of the 
country, ' ; 

No dottbt^' good and h^mftne^ English- 
men will feel sick at heart when they read 
this dreadful account which Mr. Buxton 
gives of (jreal liritain's Bottlcinonts in 
Western Africa. Tho humdiating story, sad 
to say, boars on every line of it the imprint 
of truth. . -. , . . • ■ . 



BALFOUR'S OPIKfON. 

Mr. Balfour, in hia address to the 
students of' Glasgow University, of -which 
he had been elected liord 'Rector, did 'not 
magnify hia office as '"a statesman. On tho 
coiiirary, ho did hia utmost to convince the 
young men that the Slate had less to do 
with a nation's progress than many people 
imagine. He directed their attention to tho 
social condition of Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Holland and Belgium. Ho re- 
minded them tint tho political history of 
most of these countries was widely dis- 
similar. They diirered, too, in language, 
religion and in their natural ailvantagea, 
yet they have all arrived at the same, or 
nearly the same, point of. material prosper- 
ity, social, ailvaucemenb and -.tutelleotua] 
culture. , How was this ;. , 

" We . cannot," .Mr. Balfour said, "of 
course, cbiiclade fronr this that poliiical ac- 
tion or inuction has no effect upon the gen- 
eral current of human progress. All that 
we arc warrajted in saying la th it, ns a 
matter of laet, the dillerencoj of the l oliti- 
cal lii-'tory of iheso live con.nmniliea, lio-.v- 
ever inteieatin.' to the historian, are, if 
istiinated by tho scale wo aic at thia 
monieiit applying to liuinan aETaira, almoat 
nei/Hi/cahU, and that it must bo in connexion 
.vith the points wherein their political 
Nystoms ag'-i c tint the importance of those 
syaleins ia principally to be fouud." 

Tliero is fooil for thought in wliat Mr. 
lialfour suggests rather than asa'uts iu tliia 
passage. What do those who believe that 
the State C4ttt cure all. the evils that afilict 
society, aa well as effect all reforms, say to 
the position taken by tbia - aoeomplished 
and, for his.ago, experienced British states 
man ?

New S Hith Wales, aa well as the other 
Au.straliaii colonies, has been trying tJie ex- 
periment of stile socialism. It li is been 
borrowing money to liuild rail.vays anel lo 
oon-struct otherj public works, until it has 
put so heavy a Strain ou its credit that it 
can get no more inonay from British capil il- 
isls. In tho language of .Mr. .Sec, the 
Trc isnrer, it has " comu to tho end of its 
borroiving tether." Tho question is, iiow. 
will it getdn now that it ia unable to borrow 
money to meet its financial ditBcultios? Can 
the Government railroads and other works 
1)0 (i|)orated on commercial |)riiieiplea ? Will 
the dovernni' nt be able lo cliininatu p-jli- 
ties from their m in igeni ;iit, and run them 
not to increaao the influence of the party 
in piwer, but to p ly ^ To do so will put to 
a severe test tho political -virtue of the 
men composing the Administration. Gov- 
ernment ownership of railrnida, canals and 
other works of public ut.ilify plaeci a largo 
amount of ,p.itrouag.i in tho handj of tho 
men in power, 'L'hey will bo tonipteil to 
mo that pjitroiiage for party ends rather 
than tor the public good. So sure as they 
do thia those works will deteriorate. When 
a man kiio vs th vt ho owes his position to 
t'l i political inllnencc of himself and his 
frienda, and tint, no matter how he 
performs his duties, tho (! ivcrirnout will 
bo most reluctant t) discharge him, 
he will not be as zeilouj and carrt'il aa if ho 
knew that hia term of otUee depended solely 
upon his industry and his oincicncy. When 
thia foolii g pervade ) the whole working 
stair say, of a railroad, from the manager 
down to I ho brakoiiuan, the chances are that 
tho publiu will not bo well served, and that 
the road will not be operated either econom- 
ically or efficiently. State socialism is on 
its trial in Australia. If it sucoooda there 



it will no doubt be tiied in other parts rf 
tho Biitiah Empire. There are many who 
believe that tho State should own and cpcr- 
ato tho railroads ond tli'e telegraphs, oud if 
it is found that government ownership of 
railroads works well in Australia the suc- 
cess there will t,tiiiiulato the state aocialista 
of other countries lo fresh exertions. Tho 
railroads of New South . Wales have been 
built by the State with tnoney advanced on 
the credit of the State. It ia now to be 
proved whether the Stafo can operate the 
roads so that it can pay tho interest on the 
borrowed money and at tho same time give 
satisfaction to tho electorate. .

Sermoa in this City, after a 
Four Years' Pastorate. 



Good-Byo Received With Much 
Sorrow by a Very Large 
Cougregation. 



■ The Calvary Baptist Cliurch was crowded 
to the doors on Sunday night, witli a con- 
gregation usseinbled to listen to the lust ser- 
mon of their pastor, Mr. M. L. Rugc;, wlio 
is leiiving tliis city, on Thursday next, for 
Seattle. The reverend gentleman, in begin- 
' ning his discourse, said that ho did not in- 
tond to make it a drav^n out good-bye, but 
would give them a final charge before his 
departure which ho hoped they would take 
to their hearts, and act up to. 

He took for his text the 10th verse of the 
2nd chapter of Revelations, "Bo th^u faith- 
ful unto death, aud I will give thee a crown 
of life." He said tliat the test sot before 
people in this world was that of faithfulness 
and not success. That this was so was a 
very lucky thing for most of us, because the 
standard of auccess was one that in heavenly 
matlers, and a life of Godliness, hadno place 
at all. The greatest carl lily success, looked 
on as the world looks on it, is simply very 
often the standard of low living and all that 
is bud, when measured by tlio standard of 
faithfulness. If all men are to be judged by 
great deeds, they might never have the op- 
portunity to perforin them, or 
having the opportunity might be 
deficient in the ability to perform them. 
But to the standard of ruithfulness, however 
lowly or bumblo every man can attain. 
There are very ninny characteristics of 
faithfulness. \\'o should bo true to duly 
unswervingly ; our couvictions should bo 
our standard of rifjht and wrong. Even 
Christ was under very many obligations 
during His stoy on earth, und his whole life 
is one loug emphasisof duty rigidly fuUlllcd. 
A division of faithfulness, and un important 
one too, was the duty of obedience. Duty 
was the crystallization of love. Christ hud 
said "I must be about niy Father's busi- 
ness," and again, "I must fulfil the works 
my Father sent me to do." Duty T<as the 
great compelling power in the life of every 
good and honest man, There waa the div- 
ision of diligence. No lazy man or idler 
was ever faithful. Then came the division 
of constancy. People should liold it as a 
rigid motto to be coiiatant to one idea and 
one course of action — that course of action 
founded on trust in Qod. Paul was through- 
out bis life faithful to one idea. People often 
' complained; of , a (, aameness in the. exer- 
cise of ,''thtf??pliri8tiiiB and in' the 
religion itaeif. A lighthouse' might as' well 
complain of the monotony of its duty. Re- 
ligion had been given the world for a special 
purpose, and to that purpose it had to stand 
as firm us a rock. 

The double-minded man is unstable in all 
his ways. You must not bs simply a Chris- 
tian, for instance, in these revival nieetings, 
butgooutdiy ufterduy and year after year and 
serve G 'd until you iiro culled home. You 
say " that is hard — tho same thing over and 
over again." Well, a man's faithfulness to 
his wite and home demands just tlie same 
daily devotion. Just us in a cumpaign there 
is the same daily routine of pitching und 
folding tents, marching, drilling, skirmish- 
ing with the enemy, until at hist tho battle. 
So with us iu the Christian life, and so, in 
fact, in everything throughout the world ; 
each has to fulfil his own individual part to 
the end. Then, too, faithfulness ce^IIs for 
diligence in service. You cannot bo a suc- 
cessful Christian and go off leaving your 
work. You are not entitled to the crown of 
life unless iu your labors there is diligence. 

It also calls for conscientiousness. Wo 
nmst be doing that which our conviction of 
duty leads us to ; and so, if I believe in the, 
doctrines of the Baptist church, I must be' 
true to preaching that docti-ine, or I am not 
faithful to my God; and if my. brethren un-'; 
derstaud the word of God ;UB. a;. .different' 
way they, too, must live as tlieir consciences' 
direct. You must bo true to this Word of 
God, and you are under obligation to study 
what it teaches; then, if at last you are 
called to hear the " well done " of God, it 
will bo bacAUse you are fuithf ul to your cou- 
icientious understanding of His word. 

lie persistent, not simply for a day, but 
on to the end; remember that the man who 
fails in tho first of the battle ia worthy of 
just as much honor ua those who return at 
the end of the war ; he was faithful unto 
death ; he did his duty, all that could he 
expected of any mun. Stand firm, and, if 
need be, yield your life to a good cause, but 
do not surrender. If God's people were 
faithful to , their covenaiit,, the < world would 
not be J long without 'a Icnowledge of tho 
Lord. 

There is one thing more involved — " the 
individual responsibility." '•^Vhethcr you 
have ten talents or only one to work with, 
make the utmost of your opportunities, re- 
membering that you must answer us in- 
dividuals at the lost. There are always 
some whom you might influence for good if 
you have the work at heart. 

There is joy in the service of the Lord, it 
is only those who do nob work who see no 
enjoyment in their Christian life. 

At the same time let not the church be 
behind in these days of universal organiza- 
tion, organize and go out to the uplifting of 
a fallen world, and being sinners back to 
the God who loves them. Hold fast, let 
no man take thy crown." Think of tho 
multitudes who will come up at the last 
day to receive their crowns. Think of 
Diivid, the man of God, who overcame 
his passion as he overcame his 
enemies; of Daniel, that noble und 
upright man, in tho midst of a 
jjudless people. Of tho throe worthies who 
jjassed through the fire, because they would 
toi ve God. Then of the long list of wit- 
nesses, whoso faith is recorded in the New 
'I'estament ; tliink of the grand Paul in his 
dnvoted life ; and of the Apoatle.s. The 
widow who cast her mile into the treasury; 
file wns faithful in the little that slic had. 
And there will come up tho thief who hung 
up >ii the cross, only giving a few momenta 
of his life to faithfulness, yob tho Lord ac- 
cepted him. 

'I'herc aro men who have managed the 
affdrs of nations wisely, in tho Hcrvicc of 
(!nd, und then, loo, "the noble army of 
martyrs, and men like Wesley, W bitfield, 
vTohn KuoK, Spurgeon. Thero will be tho 
largo army coming up, gathered from the 
dark places of the earth and having done 
nothing great it may be, as the world calls 
greatness— -the faithful who have spent 
their lives in the struggle against poverty 
and sin, whose opportunities have been 
stnall. Their reword is just as sure and as 
great as that of the mighty ones. Not 
sui!ce8sf|)lne83 but faithfuTncss. Let us go 
out brethren resolved to "a better service for 
God in thn'fut'ure.'

ONCE MOKE IN AMERICA. 

Captain Alexander McLean Out of the Cln'chcs 
of the Hear. 

S.v:; Francisco, Dec. 28.— -Capt. Alex- 
ander McLean, late couunauder of the 
American sealer James H. Le>*'is, ho* ar- 
rived from Siberia, and is (luartered ftt tho 
Angel Islander. Ho brings with him a frag- 
ment of the flag which was cut dowB ffom 
the mnalhead of tho American vessel by 
sailors from the Busaian cutter. Capt. ilu- 
Leau tells this story : '' Wo were 23 "dies 
oir Copper Island, when, on August 2ail, 
the Knasian cutter bore down o" us, and 
without uuy parley seized the James iJainil- 
ton Lewis and placed a prize crew on board. 
The American flag was floating at the 
masthead, and as the hjlyards Were 
jammed and cut it was no essy'nJUtter 
to get it dosvn. Several attempts Were 
made, but they wore unsuccessful. A 
young Rufsian sailor at lust succeeded 
in climbing to the m.-isthead. He 
WHS uuablc to pull the fl'ig dowu, so bo cut 
and tore oirall he could ot it. I regarded 
this actiou as an insult to the American 
Govuinment, and said so, but tho Russians 
on board seemed bound to get the colors 
down, and the crew of tlui f.owis, being 
prisoners, were unable to pi-event it. Wo 
were supposed to bo ou our way to Vbidi- 
vostock to stand trial for being found tit- 
tcil out for sealing iu Russian walcia. As 
soon as the Amei-icm colors wore torn ffom 
the masthead, the Ru^simi colors were i-mi 
up. The portion of iho American fldg unt 
from tho masthead was brought to the 'Icck 
and torn into small pieces, which Were 
thrown overboard. The remainhijr rapj.ed 
piece at tho masthead still Hew 
to tho breeze, and lenioiued there 
until the schooner was formally 
confiscated at Vladivostock, where the 
name .James Hamilton Lewis was obliteriit- 
cd, and a Russian name substituted. Wo 
were never tried by a Russian court, but 
were kept as government prisoners nt 
Vladivoatock for over two nionths, \Ve 
were free to l oam about the ' place, , but 
could not leave Siberia without- the -iHOcos- 
sary permission. I made u formal protest 
to the IRusstan officials' against the confisca- 
tion of our eohooheir, . but it was without 
avail. At last they got tired feeding us 
and gave us permission to got out of the 
country, which wo did i" short order. As 
soon as we reached Nagasaki, I made a- for- 
mal complaint to the United States consul 
there. I will take the matter before tlie 
authorities at Washington and. Will begin 
notion for damages against 'the Busaiua 
Government." 



BOSS BUCKLEY. 

Why He Was Indlotprt-^JwlKe. WaUaco and 
the " Examlnpr" His Bitter Eoes. 

New York, Deo. 20.— A special to the 
Sun from London snya : Ciiristophcr \, 
Bucklej', the famous blind politician, of .Sun 
rniiicisco, whoae movemeiiiii for sonic time 
have been a mystery, arrived here on Wed- 
ncsdiiy night from Xew York, on liis Way 
to Witsbadoii. ]fe said : "I left Sjn l''ran. 
Cisco on the Ist of September. I went to 
Montreal to make a visit of two niontlig. 
After I left T. W.ilhice, ex-chicf justice of 
the Supreme Court, called a grand ji'fy of 
his own and bad pie imlictod lor bribery. 
The charge was not true, legally or any 
other way. I put Wallace on the snpe-ior 
bench. The ex-chief justice begged mu to 
put him back into politics, which I did. 
Last year he wanted tho uomiui'tion for tlic 
supremo bench, I refused. ]f(. was bitterly 
angry, and swore in tho presence of the 
superior judges .at San Jose that he would 
put men iu^jaiL -' J done think a man of this 
kind, whoso first idea of reforming a city 
treachery to his friends and gratilicatiou of 
personol spite, will ever reform tiio city. 

"The same is true of the lixuiuiuer, 
hitherto called ' Buckley'n niorniiig ori;an_' 
tile property of young Hearst.
